By H. G, L, STRANGB 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan” 


A member of the Government 
recently announced that the Domi- 
nion Treasury had expended. on 
assistance for the West during the 
past eight yenrs, the sum of 118 
million dollars, 

Some of our good friends in the 
East have suggested that this is a 
very handsome contribution and 
that Western farmers, therefore, 
should be more modest in their de- 
mands for further assistance. 

We all agree that 118 million dol- 
lars ig a lot of money; but there is 
something else to be remembered, 
too, which is that even during these 
listressful eight years, the West 
contributed a much larger sum of 
money than 118 million to Eastern 
Canada, 

Professor Viner, recognized world 
authority, stated to the Rowell Com- 
misgion recently that he calculated 
the Prairie Provinces contributed in 
normal years approximately 47 mil- 
lion dollars each year to the Rast. 
in the form of higher costs farmers 
had to pay for the things they 
bought; these higher costs being the 
tesult of the high tariff protection 
enjoyed by Eastern manufacturing 
industries, 

Far, then, from the Weat having 
been an expense to the Rast, ac tually 
even during those last eight years of 
great distress and need, prairie farm- 
ars still prid to the Kast, as a bonus, ! 
ronsiderably more than they received 
from the Dominion.
